• WHAT are the benefits of using renew¬ 
able energy methods, such as solar PV? 

MANY think that solar PV it is not worth con¬ 
sidering now that the financial incentives 
have been reduced, but it is still a viable op¬ 
tion. 

You can still achieve rates of return of five to 
seven per cent, and the ability to generate 
your own free, clean, green power is very sat¬ 
isfying. 

Energy price rises and the developments in 
battery storage make solar more relevant, not 
less. Currently we are fitting more ground 
source and air source heat pumps than solar 
PV. 

This is partly due to the government backed 
RHI (Renewable Heat Incentive) which pays 
people for installing renewable technologies. 

• WHAT do you enjoy 
doing in your spare time? 

WITH mummy and daddy running a busy 
business our spare time is very precious to 
the family, we enjoy long walks on the 
beach/countryside with our six-month-old 
puppy Coco (you may have seen photos of 
her on our Evergreen Facebook page!). 

You may also see us at the Lyme Regis Foot¬ 
ball Club supporting the'Seasiders'on a Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. 

Sundays are family time, cooking a big roast 
dinner, sometimes up to 10 of us, all genera¬ 
tions together!

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Social work 
positions 
advertised 
to combat 
staff 

shortages 

MORE than a dozen so¬ 
cial worker jobs are 
being advertised in 
Weymouth. 

They will replace 
agency staff drafted in 
over recent months to 
run services from of¬ 
fices close to the town's 
rail station. 

If the recruitment 
drive is successful it 
could save Dorset 
council taxpayers hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
pounds over the course 
of year. 

Staffing agencies 
have been advertising 
locum social worker 
jobs in Dorset at more 
than £30 an hour with 
managers positions al¬ 
most double that - 
comparable staff posi¬ 
tions would typically 
pay between £15 and 
£20 an hour. 

The problems in social 
care were highlighted 
in this newspaper last 
week when it was re¬ 
vealed that, despite a 
recruitment campaign, 
more than 20 percent 
of social work posts in 
the county remain un¬ 
filled. 

Unison says the crisis 
has been partially 
caused by the county 
reducing the number of 
its own recruits it pays 
to train, a national 
shortage of qualified 
social workers and the 
high cost of living in 
Dorset. 

Other counties have 
offered incentive pay¬ 
ments to attract staff 
and have also increased 
pay rates. The union 
says that staff are hold¬ 
ing a higher number of 
cases, many of them 
complex, than they 
ever have. 

Because of the short¬ 
ages sickness levels 
have increased among 
the county's social work 
staff and many are 
working well in excess 
of their hours - some 
more than 60 hours a 
week for which they re¬ 
ceive nothing extra in 
their pay-packet. 

The job advert is ask¬ 
ing for 12 experienced 
social workers for Wey¬ 
mouth with salaries up 
to £37,000, depending 
on experience; three 
team managers up to 
£44,000 and a part-time 
position. 

The closing date is 
February 26th. 


Sharky's soft play to close 


A POPULAR Weymouth harbour- 
side soft play area closes its doors for 
the last time this Saturday (February 
18th). 

Sharky’s decision has been met 
with shock from local parents who 
have used the centre over the past 
twenty years. 

Its owners say that rising business 
rates, rent and the council decision to 
increase car parking fees have all 
taken their toll on the business over 
the past three years. 

Prior to the attraction opening in 
2007 it was run as the Deep Sea Ad¬ 
venture museum. 

Brothers in law, Keith Rupp and 
Jason Seale purchased Sharky’s 
Weymouth in 2007, when the play 
centre was the only indoor soft play 
facility in Weymouth. 

The owners say that indoor play fa¬ 
cilities will continue at their other 
family-owned business, the Fun Fac¬ 
tory on the Granby Industrial Estate 
where there is free car parking, a 
larger cafe and, when the weather is 
good, an outside as well as an indoor 
play area. 

All of the Sharky’s staff from the 
Weymouth business have been of¬ 
fered positions at Sharky’s Fun Fac¬ 
tory on the Granby Industrial Estate.

owner of Sharky’s Weymouth and 
the Fun Factory said: “It is a sad 
time for the business, but it does 
mean that Keith and I can really ex¬ 
plore the opportunities that are avail¬ 
able to us by focusing on one play 
centre. 

“We will be improving the purpose 
built Quasar - Elite Laserzone on the 
first floor at the Fun Factory as this 
is ideal for older children, teens and 
adults. We will be introducing a third 
party room on the ground floor to ac¬ 
commodate large groups and im¬ 
proving our outdoor facilities. 

“We also intend to introduce ‘pop 
up play’ events during the year with 
new events, BBQs plus attractions 
throughout the summer season in the 
garden. 

“Internally we intend to extend the 
under three’s toddler area and add 
more features to the main play 
frame.” 

But the decision has caused con¬ 
cern for parents without their own 
cars. Getting to the Fun Factory, 
rather than Sharky’s would involve a 
bus ride, or having to find the cash to 
pay for a taxi. 

On social media many expressed

their surprise that the venue would close this Sat¬ 
urday, February 18th. 

“Such a shame for such a well-run business to 
have to take this decision,” said Lorraine Bash.

health and housing by 
volunteers on the bus. 

“The aim will be to 
work alongside other 
agencies to encourage 
guests on the bus to 
move into suitable ac¬ 
commodation and to 
change their cycle of 
homelessness in order 
to integrate back into 
society.” 

Emily and her partner 
Eddie are working with 
other trustees to register 
as a charity. 

The couple, between 
them, have spent more 
than a decade working 
with homeless people. 

“The bus shelter in the 
Isle of Wight has done 
really really well and 
we’ve had really posi¬ 
tive feedback from it. 
Eight people have al¬ 
ready moved on to more 
stable accommodation 
and the shelter only 
opened on December 
1st.” 

Included on the bus 
will be secure storage 


space, an area for con¬ 
sultations with plans to 
use solar panels and a 
woodburner for heating 
and light. 

The estimated costs 
have been put at around 
£10,000 with monthly 
running costs of around 
£1,500. 

The first 250 people to 
donate a minimum of 
£50, will have their 
name on the back of the 
bus if they want to. 

Those who use the 
shelter will be expected 
to sign a “contract of ex¬ 
pectations” which will 
include being in bed by 
11pm and up and 
dressed by 9am. 

It will also offer a PO 
Box which will help 
with being able to apply 
for work, register with a 
GP and make benefit 
claims. 

The move comes after 
claims at a public meet¬ 
ing that three people 
died on the streets of 
Weymouth last year 
with Government offi¬ 


cials showing that the 
number of rough sleep¬ 
ers in the borough has 
doubled in the last five 
years. 

A survey on a single 
night in the autumn dis¬ 
covered 11 rough sleep¬ 


ers, but community busshelterdorset@ yahoo 


workers believe the ac¬ 
tual figure, at times, is 
far higher.

Community grants 
for transport schemes 


DORSET County Council is encouraging more peo¬ 
ple to set up DIY community transport schemes after 
slashing the public transport budget. 

A whole series of new cuts will remove grants 
from many bus services in the summer. This follows 
on from cuts last year and the year before that. 

Now the authority is launching a fresh push to per¬ 
suade people to set up dial-a-ride services, volunteer 
car schemes and car-sharing. 

It has available a community transport toolkit for 
communities to start up a transport scheme in their 
local area. 

Around 350 toolkits have been distributed to local 
groups including all town and parish councils, li¬ 
braries and Transport Action Groups (TAGs). 

The county council is also offering match-funding 
community transport grants of up to £5,000 for char¬ 
ities, parish councils and community groups to help 
launch new services. 

Since April 2016, 20 trial community transport 
schemes have been introduced across Dorset by a 
number of operators. 

The initiatives follow the decision by the county 
council last February to reduce its subsidies for pub¬ 
lic bus services by £1.5million over two years, in 
the light of having to save £16million in 2016/2017. 
The council saved £500,000 in 2016/2017 by reduc¬ 
ing funding for infrequent rural bus services and fo¬ 
cusing on services used by the most people. 

The council still needs to save a further £1 million 
on public transport, as well as £850,000 on schools 
transport, in 2017/2018 to contribute its overall sav¬ 
ings target of £18.3million. 

County councillors will discuss and set the budget 
at their meeting the week on February 16th. 

During September and October 2016, more than 
2,600 people responded to a public consultation on 
changes to public and schools transport. 


Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member for en¬ 
vironment, highways and infrastructure, said: “With 
the financial challenges we face, the current model 
of subsidised transport in Dorset is unsustainable. 
We need to focus the available funding on those 
routes that carry the most people and do most to sup¬ 
port our economy. 

“We are working in partnership with communities 
to develop a thriving network of locally-owned 
transport links across Dorset. In time, we see this 
becoming integrated with a core number of town- 
to-town routes, commercially operated services and 
our own transport fleet to give people a more flexi¬ 
ble range of travel options.”

Council tax rise proposal 

DORSET County Council's proposed increase for 
the next financial year is almost five per cent - 
adding £60 to the average household council 
tax bill. 

Local residents will also have to factor in 
above-inflation increases being proposed by 
district, borough and town councils, the police 
and fire service. 

The county council proposal, for a 4.99 per 
cent increase, has yet to be agreed by the full 
council, but with an overall Conservative major¬ 
ity, is likely to be approved. 

If it is the county council's share of the council 
tax for a band D home would rise from £1,263 to 
£1,326.

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Exports are booming for Dorset's businesses 


Campaigners welcome 
housing supply reform 


COUNTRYSIDE campaigners in Dorset have 
welcomed the Government’s plans to reform the 
housing market and boost supply of new homes, 
rhe Dorset Campaign to Protect Rural England 
CPRE) says that at times it had feared that the 
Covernment’s Housing White Paper would herald 
i new assault on the countryside and yet another 
round of developer-driven planning changes. 
However, Chairman Richard Nichols said: “Dorset 
CPRE is hugely heartened that the paper promises 
continued protection of the Green Belt, support for 
more brownfield development, and to address the 
failures of the housing market as opposed to fur¬ 
ther meddling with the planning system - all fun¬ 
damental issues CPRE has relentlessly banged the 
campaign drum on. There are also proposals to dis- 
:ourage developers from dragging their heels once 
:hey have the land and permissions needed to 
auild.” 

But the organisation, while accepting there is a 
need for more affordable housing, says it does not 
accept the unduly high number, 73,000 houses cur¬ 
rently required by central government to be built 
in Dorset. It believes that such a number amounts 
to at least 150,000 new residents and 100,000 more 
:ars by 2033, as well as additional pressure of 
what it says is already an inadequate infrastructure, 
>uch as education and the NHS which is already 
struggling to fill vacancies. 

‘These staff shortages are largely caused by the 
nigh cost of property, now unaffordable for nurses 
md ancillary workers, arising from a lack of truly 
affordable housing available. 

‘If we are to protect the countryside and prevent 
nrban sprawl, it is essential that housing targets are

local, honest, realistic and deliverable. The out¬ 
come of this consultation represents the acid test 
of whether the Government is able to protect the 
countryside while meeting its aspiration for more 
house building.” 

The group says that it will support groups who 
want to fight against proposals for their communi¬ 
ties which are seen as unsupportable. 

Seafront toilet 
block is sold 

■ A WEYMOUTH seafront toilet block, which 
has been closed since October, has been sold 
to a developer - subject to contract. 

The ornate building, on the corner of Bond 
Street, also has a four-bedroom apartment 
above it, although it has not been used for 
more than ten years and is expected to cost 
£40,000 to bring it back into use. 

When the borough council decided to sell 
the building it was said that suitable uses 
could include a small hotel, restaurant or 
bar. 

It was put on the market with bidders 
asked to make offers above £250,000. 

The council says it will provide temporary 
loos nearby on the seafront while a long¬ 
term solution is found. 


NEW figures show Dorset Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry helped the county's firms export 
£163.5million worth of goods in 2016. 

DCCI's International Trade Department processed 
some 11,133 transaction documents during the cal¬ 
endar year 2016 for firms selling abroad. Exports in¬ 
cluded racing pigeons to UAE; bath bombs to 
Ukraine, Mexico and South Africa; throat lozenges to 
Azerbaijan; caravan equipment and spare parts to 
Egypt; and custom wheelchairs for the Invictus 
Games in America. 

The chamber, the county's leading business sup¬ 
port organisation, continues to expand its Interna¬ 
tional Trade Department with two new members of 
staff in 2016. Two more - an administrator and a co¬ 
ordinator - are being recruited. 

Chief executive Ian Girling said:"Confidence among 



business in Dorset, including exporters, has rallied. 

"Dorset firms supply an incredible array of products 
and services both to Europe and the wider world, 
helping to drive the local and national economy. As 
well as challenges, there will be exciting new oppor¬ 
tunities from Brexit. DCCI will be encouraging and 
supporting experienced and new exporters to seize 
this chance to put themselves and the county on the 
new world map." 

The top destination for exports from Dorset in 2016 
was Saudi Arabia with 2,082 documents processed; 
followed by UAE with 1,551, Qatar with 869, Turkey 
with 762 and Kuwait with 615. 

In terms of shipment values the highest destination 
totals were UAE with £38.6million, Turkey with 
£20.9million, South Korea with £16.4million, Egypt 
with £11.5million and Saudi Arabia with £8.5million. 

Lifeboat and coastguard 
search for missing kite surfer 

WEYMOUTH RNLI Inshore lifeboat was 
launched at 2.15pm on Monday, February 13th 
at the request of Solent Coastguard to carry out 
a search in Weymouth Bay for a kite surfer re¬ 
ported to be in difficulties. 

A thorough search of the surf line from the 
Pavilion to Bowlease Cove and out to a distance 
of one mile and as far as Newtons Cove was 
carried out by the volunteer crew of the 
lifeboat. 

Coastguard search teams checked the shore¬ 
line and the coastguard helicopter also joined 
in the search of the bay from the surf line out to 
a distance of one mile. 

After a two hour search in the choppy waters 
and cold easterly wind with nothing found, all 
units were stood down. 

The Inshore lifeboat returned to harbour at 
approx 4.15pm.

Energy saving brings 
rewards at leisure centre 


PORTLAND’S Osprey Leisure 
Centre has received an industry 
award for its energy saving efforts. 

Since 2014 the centre has saved 
around £35,000 in energy costs 
each year. 

The level of savings has now led 
to the centre being recognised by 
SPORTA UK who have awarded 
the centre the Exceptional Social 
Enterprise Improvement Award. 

The Portland centre was built by 
the Royal Navy and although 
well-built was costly to run when 
it was take over by the community. 

Work started with a loan from 
the Carbon Trust which was repaid 
over a three year period from sav¬ 


ings made during that time. New 
lighting technology, a pool cover 
and a replacement air handling 
unit all reduced consumption by 
approximately 25 per cent. The 
centre then teamed up with the 
company who installed the air 
handling to test some very new 
technology which was the first of 
its kind in the UK. 

As a result of the changes the gas 
consumption at the leisure centre 
has dramatically reduced in the 
past 12 months. 

General manager of Osprey 
Leisure Centre, Nigel Williams, 
said: “In the early days it was 
frightening how expensive the 


centre was to run with utility costs 
taking up over 20 per cent of all 
our income. The mission to re¬ 
duce consumption has resulted in 
this now dropping to well under 
10 per cent and this is without the 
benefits of any Renewable Heat 
Incentive repayments from the 
government which will almost 
make the centre self-sufficient in 
gas costs.” 

Close monitoring of the daily 
figures has shown that in the last 
five months Osprey Leisure Cen¬ 
tre has experienced reduced con¬ 
sumption of gas by 89 per cent and 
electricity by two per cent.

Councils ask minister to back 
unitary authorities proposal 


THE Secretary of State for Local Gov¬ 
ernment and Communities, Sajid Javid, 
has been formally requested to back a 
proposal by six of Dorset’s nine coun¬ 
cils for major structural change in the 
county. 

Dorset’s three upper tier councils - 
the councils that spend the greatest per¬ 
centage of the county’s local govern¬ 
ment money and represent every 
resident on the county, Dorset, 
Bournemouth and Poole - are support¬ 
ing this proposal, along with North 
Dorset, West Dorset and Weymouth & 
Portland councils. 

If agreed by the secretary of state, this 
proposal would mean Dorset’s nine ex¬ 
isting councils are disbanded and cease 
to exist. 

The two new unitary councils that re¬ 
place them would each deliver all local 
government services in their areas. 

They would be structured around the 
natural established communities of 
urban and rural Dorset, with one cov¬ 
ering Bournemouth, Poole and 
Christchurch, and the other one serving 
the residents of the rest of the county. 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of 
Dorset County Council, said: “This 
proposal is about being aspirational and 
ambitious for Dorset. 

“It is a chance in a lifetime to make 
Dorset a more successful, healthy, vi¬ 
brant and prosperous county, for every¬ 
one who lives here. 

“Two councils working together 
would collaborate on key matters such 
as attracting investment and govern¬ 
ment money, infrastructure planning 
and land use - something that is im¬ 
peded by the existence of nine separate 


councils currently, each with their own 
uncoordinated priorities.” 

Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of 
West Dorset District Council, said: 
“This change is not driven by a desire 
for greater power, to protect individual 
positions or preserve any specific coun¬ 
cil just for the sake of it. 

“In fact, quite the opposite. As well 
as financial imperative, this proposal 
could deliver a prize that is far greater 
than any council can achieve in its cur¬ 
rent form. 

“The opportunities to really transform 
how public services are delivered in the 
county is breath-taking, and the bene¬ 
fits this would have for local people 
equally inspiring.”

Bus ticket price rise 

FIRST Dorset has added 50p for return tickets 
to many bus routes in Weymouth, Portland and 
Dorchester. 

The fare hike has affected routes between 
Dorchester and Weymouth, to and from Little- 
moor and the park and ride, and between Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland and Bridport and 
Weymouth. 

The company has denied that the increase is 
directly linked to the long-running industrial 
dispute last year. 

The increase means it will now be cheaper to 
take the train between Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth - £4.60 on the railway, compared to £5 
on the bus and for four people sharing may be 
cheaper to take a taxi. 

The cost of weekly and monthly saver passes 
have not been put up. 

Pub conversion 

A WEYMOUTH pub, The Waverley Arms, in Ab- 
botsbury Road is to be converted into flats - 
despite a petition to save it which attracted 
hundreds of signatures. 

Landlord of another local pub, Thomas de 
Brincat, from The Belvedere Inn wanted to pur¬ 
chase the Waverley and keep it running as a 
music venue. 

West Dorset Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) 
backed his bid and started a petition calling for 
the pub to be saved. An application was also 
made to list the pub as an Asset of Community 
Value, which could have prevented the change 
of use - but this has now been turned down by 
the Borough Council. 

CAMRA pubs spokesman Andy Redding said 
that just because The Waverley does not have a 
big following at the moment, given the 
chance, it could do so in the future.

B&B neighbours' 
concerns over drug 
rehab centre plans 


RESIDENTS living near a property in Abbotsbury 
Road, Weymouth, ear-marked for a drug and alco¬ 
hol centre, were meeting last night (Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 14th) to hear about the proposals. 

Neighbouring B&B owners claim the conversion 
of the Abbotsbury Road property to a rehabilitation 
centre would impact their businesses. 

The property, currently being used as a bed and 
breakfast, is being bought by Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil with the help of £620,000 from Public Health 
England. 

If finally agreed it will be used to provide therapy 
rooms, space for group meetings and beds for up to 
six people to stay who up to a week for detox pro¬ 
grammes or to access other forms of support. 

It will be staffed around the clock by experienced 
professionals. 

But despite reassurances some residents have used 
social media to protest that the facility will bring 
more crime to the area and add to parking conges¬ 
tion. 

Owner of the neighbouring bed and breakfast, 
Warwick House, John Richards, said that while he 
understood the need for the unit he felt it should be 
located in an area away where it would have less 
impact on neighbours. He points out that both the 
town’s foyer and probation bail hostel are accepted 
because of the areas they are located in are more 
suitable. 

Some councillors have welcomed the proposal 
saying that not only will it benefit individuals trying 
to kick their drug and alcohol problems - but also 
the wider community. 

Councillor Christine James, a former mayor, said: 
“By helping people recover from substance misuse

this initiative will benefit not only the individuals 
who access the hub directly, but the wider commu¬ 
nity by helping make Weymouth a healthier and 
safer place. 

“I know that a lot of work is going into making 
the facility a well-managed service that will be a 
credit to the borough.” 

Councillor Mike Byatt, Dorset County Council 
ward member for Weymouth Town, said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that we have secured such a significant 
amount of funding to support local people strug¬ 
gling with their use of alcohol or other drugs. 

“This facility should be an excellent and positive 
community resource, offering a space for treatment 
services and other community organisations to work 
from, and reducing the cost to the public purse.” 

Subject to planning permission, local charity Es¬ 
sential Drugs and Alcohol Services (EDAS) will be 
managing the hub. 

Drew Caldwell, Dorset manager for ED AS, 
added: “We’re really pleased to have helped to se¬ 
cure this funding for Dorset, and Weymouth in par¬ 
ticular. We’ve already worked closely with other 
organisations - including the police - to make sure 
this facility is in the right place and designed in the 
right way. That’s why we’ve committed to staffing 
the hub 24 hours a day, seven days a week, once it’s 
open. 

“We’re keen to involve the local community in the 
design and coordination process of the hub, so 
please get in touch with us if you have any thoughts 
or concerns.”

BUY NOW, REGRET LATER

THE January sales are over for another year - 
and while some people may be proudly 
showing off their new-found bargains, others 
could be counting the cost of "buyer's regret". 

Shoppers typically over-spent £78 on items 
over the festive period, research from 
Santander suggests. 

Walking to work, cancelling gym 
subscriptions and spending less on going out 
are just some of the ways people say they're 
cutting back. 


A fifth (21%) of those surveyed say they will 
even cut back on festive spending in 2017 as 
a result of the amount spent over the 
Christmas just gone.

It found nearly two-thirds (63%) of people 
who have made purchases they later regret do 
so because of sales. Nearly one in 10 (9%) say 
they always, or often, regret purchases they 
make online. 

The speed and convenience of online 
shopping with a simple click of the "buy" 
button can be hard to resist. 

Polly Mackenzie, director of the Money and 
Mental Health Policy Institute, says increased 
spending can also be a symptom of a number 
of mental health problems. 

This type of spending isn't driven by people 
being "greedy", she says, but by their emotions 
- such as boredom, depression or loneliness. 

The Institute found around half (48%) of 
people living with mental health problems say 
they make purchases they regret when they're 
alone. Just over half (52%) do so when they are 
feeling low and nearly a third (31%) do so 
while shopping at night. 

Many people also struggle to return goods 
they regret buying, with three-quarters (75%) 
of people saying they didn't return the last 
online purchase they regretted. 

While returning items may be one way to get 
your finances back on track, more than a 
quarter (28%) of those with mental health 
problems didn't return their last regretted 
online purchase because they felt too 
ashamed. 

The Money and Mental Health Policy 
Institute has launched a free, experimental 
tool to help people control their spending. 

The "shopper stopper" allows shoppers to 
set the opening hours of online stores, 
enabling them to block access at times they

return to HM Revenue and Customs is 
changing?

Lewis says: "Many people shop to make 
themselves feel better in periods of 
depression, to give things to others or feel 
needed, or to fill the time when they're bored 
or lonely. 

"But the boost it gives is transitory, while the 
financial pain it can cause lingers on and on."

• You could ask the retailer to repair or 
replace your item within six months of 
purchase. 

• Your rights against the retailer can last for 
up to six years, but you would need to prove a 
fault was present at the time of purchase after 
the first six months.

SPRING greens and how to deal 
with flatulence is the subject of 
this week's Growing Old Disgrace¬ 
fully. 

Perhaps the two most important 
things for elderly people's health 
are to make sure they drink 
enough water and that they eat 
healthily. 

Greens are packed with vitamins 
and roughage - pensioners al¬ 
ways like to be "regular" - but 
there are gaseous biproducts 
which can unfortunately lead to 
flatulence.

Are all these traffic lights necessary? 


IT beggars belief but we are now in yet an¬ 
other period of major roadworks, this time 
12 weeks worth of motoring mayhem on 
Chickerell Road, Weymouth. 

The scheme is for a new traffic-light con¬ 
trolled junction near Fiveways to provide a 
road access for the massive Betterment 
Properties’ housing development at Curtis 
Fields. 

Only Dorset Highways feel happy with 
the new traffic lights being built just yards 
from the existing five-road Fiveways traffic 
light junction which is just a few yards from 
the Lanehouse traffic light junction which 
is just a few yards from the Granby traffic 
light junction! That means work for the new 
junction will eventually create four sets of 
traffic lights within a few hundred yards on 
a strip of road which is the main western 
route into and out of Weymouth. 

If you say it quickly it is not too bad, but 
late spring and early summer promises a 
nightmare of delays not least since the likes 
of the Granby Industrial Estate, the Land 
Registry and Budmouth College with more 
than 1,500 pupils are all on the route. 

And it gets much worse because every¬ 
thing I have mentioned does NOT include 
any of the traffic which will be generated 
by the Curtis Fields development itself. 


Those vehicles will use Chickerell Road 
to get to town, Chickerell Road to go west 
along the coast and Chickerell Road to 
access Radipole Lane so drivers can try 
and head north to Dorchester or east to¬ 
wards Bournemouth. 

There is an old saying that those who 
act in haste can repent at leisure, but it 
strikes me that the repenting is being 
dumped on the doorstep of residents such 
as myself who live close to this queue of 
traffic lights. Such residents are already 
being made to suffer because drivers frus¬ 
trated at the disruption caused by the 
junction work are seeking “rat run” es- 


Someone has met the asking price for for¬ 
mer public toilets at the top of Bond Street 
which were being sold off with a four-

£250,000. Now that’s a lot of spent pen¬ 
nies. 

Much more interestingly, this column 
has previously disclosed that the toilet 
section actually used to be part of a bank.

capes round it to try and speed up their 
journeys. 

I actually live in one of those streets and 
the difference the junction scheme has 
made is quite serious with far more vehi¬ 
cles zipping up and down our road with 
the obvious increase in risk to child and 
pedestrian safety since schoolchildren 
flock past our door to get to and from 
school. 

The fear for the future is that motorists 
who train themselves to use our road for 
12 long weeks may just carry on using it 
once the junction is complete. 

And Dorset Highways have even man- 


Bond Street in 1883 and it remained a 
bank for many years, the site only becom¬ 
ing public toilets in the 1950s. 

The council has found its finances al¬ 
most reduced to the level of selling 
matches on street corners, so it is getting 
rid of some of its properties to realise a bit 
of cash. 

Naturally there is concern that folk 
won’t get caught short and that the toilets 


aged to make a joke out of the situation 
since they have publicly claimed that the 
new junction will have a “minimal effect” 
on Chickerell Road traffic flows. 

Even their words admit the junction will 
have some effect but “minimal” probably 
seems fair enough from their point of 
view since they don’t have to live in the 
area. 

Those of us who do live in the area are 
going to find it far worse to negotiate than 
it is at the moment, but I doubt that will 
worry the Highways hierarchy too 

much.who, if my memory serves me 

correct, work in Dorchester!

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Women's health issues top internet searches

OF all the health queries we chuck at Dr Google, women's 
health issues top the list. 

In fact, things relating just to women are Googled more 
often in the UKthan very common ailments like coughs, colds 
and rashes (endometriosis - a condition, believed to affect one 
in 10 women, where endometrial tissue, the inner womb lin¬ 
ing, also grows outside the womb, is among the most- 
searched health term, with around 90,500 searches a month). 

It's something leading UK gynaecologist Dr Karen Morton, 
and her team at the Dr Morton's medical helpline, is hoping 
to address. 

One of a handful of private digital GP practices that have 
cropped up over the last couple of years, offering people the 
chance to gain quick, convenient access to doctors via phone 
or email consultations (some services even do video link-ups, 
though Dr Morton's doesn't currently), she says it was "always 
my intention" the helpline would eventually "have an empha¬ 
sis on women's health". 

"We wanted to get the general practice service sorted first, 
and then really claim the women's health space, because I'm 
passionate about empowering women to get on with their 
lives," explains Dr Morton, who has 25 years' experience work¬ 
ing across both the NHS and private sector. 

MEETING DEMAND: The growth of online private services 
may not only play a role in helping relieve the burden on the 
NHS, and offer greater convenience to people who'd rather 
pay for an appointment if it means they don't have to wait for 
weeks and clear space in their diary to get there - but in terms 
of women's health, the benefits might go even further. 

The Google stats, Dr Morton points out, are evidence that 
lots of women have unanswered questions about their health. 
While they're significantly more likely to go and see their GP 
than men (70% of all GP appointments are for women), fe¬ 
males are also famous 'putter-uppers', and often don't want 
to make a fuss. 

And gynaecology is a field where there are many things that 
while not medically serious, can have a tremendous impact 
on somebody's life (menopause symptoms, problematic pe¬ 
riods...), and can cause immense worry if somebody doesn't 
really understand what's going on, especially, for example, if 
women are concerned about their future fertility, or cancer. 

GOOD TO TALK: An obvious criticism of paid-for internet GP 
services is that talking to a patient over the phone can never 
fully match seeing them in the flesh. As well as physical exam¬ 
inations being impossible, somebody's physical appearance 
or mood, for instance, might reveal potentially relevant in¬ 
sights. Dr Morton is well aware of this fact, but is confident the 
benefits outweigh any cons. 

Of the 13 or so patients she saw in her gynae clinic this 
morning, for example, at least a few of them had problems 
they'd been "fobbed off" with by their GP. 

"I'm not knocking GPs, the GP brief is far too big, [but] they 
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can't possibly be experts in specialist fields and gynaecology, 
in some regards, is a specialist field," she says. "Some things 
GPs are dealing with a lot, but one lady, for example, had had 
painful sex, and she'd been fobbed off with lubricants and 
creams and this, that and the other, or was it all in her head, 
and no it wasn't - she's got a physical vaginal split, which I can 
easily remedy for her and her life will be transformed. 

"Of course, I can't do the operation over the phone, but I can 
advise her really clearly on what to do next." 

EMPOWERING WOMEN: In many ways, this is the crux of 
what Dr Morton's helpline is offering women - knowing 
they're paying for an expert's time, and they can ask all their 
questions and raise all of their concerns (there's no time limit 
on phone calls - they last as long as the customers need). 

Something like urinary incontinence - which affects a signifi¬ 
cant number of women to varying degrees - might be a good 
example. "A lot of people feel they're wasting GPs' time, be¬ 
cause they leak urine when they cough, sneeze and jump, and 
they think, 'Is this bad enough for me to go and speak to my 
GP about, because they're so busy?' And that's a tragedy, re¬ 
ally, because we only get one life," says Dr Morton. 

"And there are lots of things with women where confidence 
becomes zapped because of leakage or something like that, 
or because they're having such dreadful hot flushes in the 
workplace, and so their confidence deteriorates." 

Where physical examinations, or scans and tests, are 
deemed necessary, referrals can be issued for customers with 
health insurance, and for those without, Dr Morton explains 
they will write a letter for the person to take to their GP, so 
they can request an NHS referral. 

"Hopefully we will have empowered them [to go and have 
that conversation with their GP]," says Dr Morton. 

"Empowerment is a really big word in our service," she adds. 

"It means a great deal to get a bit of reassur¬ 
ance from an expert viewpoint, just to help 
people really understand their health, what 
questions to ask next and what their options 
are." 

And for those who feel they just have to 
"put up" with something, there might be sur¬ 
prisingly simple - but life-changing - solu¬ 
tions, if only somebody had the chance to 
properly talk it through. Even when there re¬ 
ally isn't much that can be done, just "under¬ 
standing it more" could bring psychological 
relief. 

"Knowledge," says Dr Morton, "is power".

I GET to see lots of local the¬ 
atre and I’m often blown 
away by the wealth of talent 
in the area. 

We have a number of for¬ 
mer professionals, who now 
grace the amateur stages 


around here, bringing a fan¬ 
tastic quality to our commu¬ 
nity shows, including the 
fabulous Amy Wheatley, 
who starred in Bridport 
Pantomime Players’ Red 
Riding Hood just a couple of 


weeks ago and the fabulous 
Nicola Kathrens, who 
wowed audiences with her 
performance in Lyme’s Tem¬ 
pest last summer. 

There are also a few who I 
believe are good enough to 
cut it in the professional 
world including the in¬ 
domitable Tracey Wakeling 
who will soon be appearing 
in Thoroughly Modern Mil¬ 
lie at the Marine Theatre, 
Exmouth’s Lance Vernon, 
who has got to be one of the 
best leading men in the area 
and Kelly Apps, whose por¬ 
trayal of Eva Peron in Lyme 
Regis Musical Theatre’s 
Evita has become the stuff of 
local legend. 

Some do make the leap to 
the professional stage and 
it’s always fantastic when 
my two worlds collide and 
I’m able to see friends in big 
shows in London and fur¬ 
ther afield. 

Bridport’s tap dancing sen¬ 
sation, Harry Poole is cur¬ 
rently training at the Stella 
Mann College in London, 
former Woodroffe student, 
Celia Cruwys-Finnigan is 
touring the UK in the fantas¬ 
tic jukebox musical Buddy, 
and Perry Meadowcroft 
from Exmouth is set to make 
his West End debut in the 
Spring. 

Alec Porter from North 
Bowood, was critically ac¬ 
claimed last summer for his 
role in the musical Crime 
and Punishment - A Rock 
Musical, with music by 
Toy ah Wilcox and after 
breaking both his ankles, is 
looking forward to getting 
back to the stage. Robbie 
Waugh from Axminster is 
working for Celebrity 
Cruises and travelling 


around the Caribbean per¬ 
forming popular musicals to 
lucky guests onboard ship. 

And then there’s Lyme 
Regis’ Luke Street, who after 
performing in the highly ac¬ 
claimed West End produc¬ 
tion of Gypsy with Imelda 
Staunton is now set to take 
the lead himself in the inter¬ 
national tour of a smash hit 
musical. 

I’m not allowed to reveal 
which one quite yet, so keep 
your eyes peeled for details. 

I’ve been lucky enough to 
perform with many of these 
excellent young actors and 
I’m afraid they may have 
learned some unsavoury 
habits from me, as I’m noto¬ 
riously badly behaved back- 
stage. 

I’d like to think I could al¬ 
ways see their potential, but 
also the drive it takes to 
make it on the professional 
stage. The appetite for suc¬ 
cess is a big part of the busi¬ 
ness, as even the most well 
known actors will spend 


much of their careers out of 
work. 

I’ve interviewed lots of 
stars and many of them talk 
frankly about the lack of 
work. I asked Maureen Lip- 
man last year about what 
had enticed her back to pan¬ 
tomime at Christmas and 
she told me it was the guar¬ 
anteed work and money that 
had ultimately made up her 
mind. 

I also once asked Ruthie 
Henshall if she had any tips 
for youngsters starting out 
in the business and her 
reply was, “You’ve got to 
love it. You’ll spend a lot of 
time out of work and you 
will spend a lot of time 
doubting yourself, because 
part of our job is rejection.” 

“You’ve got to eat, sleep, 
breath it and love it, because 
otherwise you won’t last 
long.” 

It’s a tough business, but 
one of the greatest jobs in 
the world and amateur the¬ 
atre can act as a good 


grounding for those who 
would like to take up the 
profession. 

For us mere mortals we 
have to be happy with just 
the joy of performing and it 
is such a joy. There’s noth¬ 
ing quite like putting on a 
ridiculous costume and pre¬ 
tending to be someone else 
for a couple of hours. 

There are an abundance of 
groups to choose from in the 
area and if you would like to 
have a go, most of them have 
their own websites and so¬ 
cial media accounts, so are 
easy to find. 

I’ve just arrived in Aus¬ 
tralia for a few days, so I’m 
off to see Aladdin at the Cap¬ 
ital Theatre in Sydney next 
week as well as a highly ac¬ 
claimed production of the 
Testament of Mary by Syd¬ 
ney Theatre Company. 

I’ll probably have a little 
mooch around the Opera 
House while I’m here too!

"We are looking forward to the next one when we 
hope to redesign it, and possibly use the stage as 
well, to get more stalls in." 

The fair will return on March 4th, May 20th and Oc¬ 
tober 7th.

1. In small bedrooms, storage is all-important. Fit¬ 
ted wardrobes provide floor-to-ceiling storage and 
are most useful if built in what might otherwise be 
wasted space, such as the alcoves next to a chimney 
breast. Fitted wardrobes aren't expensive if you 
make them out of MDF (or get a carpenter to), and 
can be customised for your storage needs.

2. To make a small bathroom work well, think 
about re-jigging the layout - would there be more 
space with a corner toilet, shower cubicle or basin, 
for example?

If you don't use the bath, could 
you save space by replacing it with a shower cubi¬ 
cle? This may put off some buyers when you come 
to sell, but may be worth it if it improves the bath¬ 
room for you.

McKechnie triple keeps Blues in race 


Leamington 5 Dorchester Town 0 

Evo-Stik South Premier - att; 405 
SINCE being thumped 6-0 by fellow title con¬ 
tenders Slough Town recently, Leamington have 
struggled to regain form until Saturday when 
they helped erase the memory by putting five 
past Dorchester who had lost their previous 
four. 

The Brakes were in sparkling form and took 
the lead in the 12th minute. Tony Breeden's free 
kick found the unmarked Jack Edwards on the 
edge of the box and he directed his header into 
the space behind the Magpies defence for 
Ahmed Obeng to slip his shot under Shane Mur- 
phy. 

Murphy then was forced to turn Callum Pow¬ 
ell's curling free kick away, but it wasn't long be¬ 
fore Powell got his first goal for the Brakes since 
signing on loan from Wrexham.

Dorchester's first real chance came when Bree¬ 
den went down at Ollie Mehew's feet as he 
jinked along the byline and the ball rebounded 
to Ollie Bassett but his low cross was diverted 
away from the inrushing Neil Martin. 

The hosts increased their advantage after 56 
minutes when Baker-Richardson ran on to 
James Mace's pass to fire low across Murphy into 
the far corner.Three minutes later Mace glanced 
Jordan Goddard's inswinging flag kick into the 
far corner. 

The rout was completed on 72 minutes when 
Nathan Walker's headed clearance fell to Robert 
Thompson-Brown who lashed it low past Mur¬ 
phy from 20 yards. 

The Magpies almost grabbed a consolation 
when sub Ben Wood charged down a clearance 
on the halfway line for a run on goal, but Bree¬ 
den got down to block his shot. 

Brakes boss Paul Holleran said afterwards that 
the first 45 minutes was as good as his side had 
played for a long time. 

Whilst that may be so, it is no consolation to 
Laird who has to turn things round now quickly 
and Saturday's home fixture against Dunstable 
Town (3pm ko) looks like a must-win situation.

PORTLAND United kept the pressure on the top 
two in the Sydenham Wessex Premier League 
when they produced another excellent result in 
beating Brockenhurst at Grigg Lane on Saturday 
with Ryan McKechnie bagging a hat trick. 

A heavy pitch made it difficult to play flowing 
football but Portland opened the scoring inside 
two minutes when Alex Godfrey's cross found 
McKechnie whose shot took a wicked deflec¬ 
tion off a defender to wrong foot keeper Dan 
Maher.
